This is a decision on the REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d) filed on February 26, 2010, requesting 
that the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent be corrected 
from 240 days to 446 days. The petition filed July 30, 2009 is acknowledged and in view 
of the issuance of the patent, the Office will consider the PTA request of February 26, 
2010 and not the petition filed July 30, 2009. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified 
patent to indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by 
four hundred forty-six (446) days is GRANTED.
